(Page 2, clause 2.4.2) — Substitute the following for the existing: 


‘2.4.2 Common Building Solid Clay Bricks — The burnt clay building bricks 
made from Burnt Clay / Fly Ash Lime / Burnt clay & Fly Ash etc., commonly 
used in building and civil engineering construction work, in which frog or the 
perforations do not exceed 20 percent of the total area of the corresponding face 
of the brick.’ 


(Page 2, clause 2.4.6) — Substitute the following for the existing: 


‘2.4.6 Perforated Clay Bricks — Bricks as per 2.4.2, in which the area of 
perforation lies between 20 percent and 36 percent of the total area of the 
corresponding face of the brick. The perforation may be of any regular shape, 
such as rectangle, square or circular and shall not exceed 500 mm? in area.’
